On January 22, 2013, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to 
respond to the Sheriffs Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as 
reported under IAB File Number 2327349. You were also advised of your right to 
review the material on which the discipline was based. 


You are hereby notified that pursuant to an Education-Based Discipline (EBD) 
Agreement between you and this Department dated May 23, 2013, you are suspended 
without pay from your position of Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department 
for a period of four (4) days. However, pursuant to the EBD agreement, the four (4) 
days will be held in abeyance for a period of twelve (12) months which will end on May 
22, 2014. All Department records will reflect, nevertheless, that you received a four (4) 
day suspension. In accordance with the EBD Agreement, you have agreed to 
participate in an education-based alternative to discipline. Should you fail to complete 
any of the terms and conditions of the EBD Agreement, the four (4) days held in 
abeyance will be imposed. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2327349, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


1. That is violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and 
Procedures, Sections 3-01/050.10, Performance to 
Standards, and 3-01/030.10 Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders (specifically pertaining to, 5- 
06/105.00, Tactical Incidents, and 5-09/220.50, Foot 
Pursuits), on or about January 25, 2012, while on duty, you 
failed to conform to the work standards established for your 
position, and you failed to employ sound tactical principles 
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and took independent actions while attempting to detain a 
suspect fleeing on foot as evidenced by, but not limited to: 


Failing to timely communicate and seek the help of other 
patrol units, and/or broadcast your location when initiating a 
foot pursuit of a fleeing suspect, and failing to coordinate 
with assisting units in order to safely contain the suspect 
after observing during the course of the pursuit that the 
suspect was armed. 


Additional facts for this decision are set forth in the Disposition Worksheet, Investigative 
Summary and Investigative Packet which are incorporated herein by reference.” 


Prior to imposing this disciplinary action, | have thoroughly reviewed the incident and 
your record with this Department. 


You will hereby take notice that any future acts of misconduct may result in more severe 
disciplinary action.

SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 


This Agreement is entered into between the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department, 


hereinafter referred to as "Department," and Deputy IJ Employee No. aa 
hereinafter referred to as "Grievant." 


The Department and Grievant are parties to this dispute and desire to settle all 
issues involved in the Letter of Intent dated January 22, 2013, (IAB No. 2327349), upon 
the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Department and Grievant for and in consideration of the 
mutual covenants contained herein, agree as follows: 


1. The Department will, upon execution of this Settlement Agreement, reduce 
the intended five (5) day suspension to a four (4) day suspension. The Letter of Imposition 
shall contain the same charge as the Letter of Intent. 


2. The Department will, upon execution of this Settlement Agreement, hold the 
four (4) days in abeyance pending completion of the below listed training. 


3. Both parties agree and understand that the Grievant's records will reflect 
that the four (4) day suspension was imposed and may be used for the purposes of 
demonstrating "progressive discipline." In addition, the Grievant understands that if he is 
the subject of a founded investigation involving similar violations of the Department's 
Manual of Policy and Procedures within the next twelve (12) months, the four (4) 
suspension days held in abeyance shall be imposed. 


4, Grievant agrees to attend and complete the below listed EBD course and 
understands that failure to complete all of the course and assignments shall result in the 
imposition of the four (4) days held in abeyance: 


Lieutenant's Interactive Forum for Education (LIFE) class (8 hours) 
Professional Development (Ethical Decision Making) class (8 hours) 
Write an EBD evaluation reflecting on your experience with the EBD 
process 


5. The Department may adjust Grievant schedule to participate in EBD 
courses and EBD items, as EBD is conducted on-duty. 


6. The Grievant agrees to cooperate with his Unit Commander to complete the 


courses as soon as practicable, but no longer than one (1) year from the date of execution 
of this Agreement. 
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7. The parties further agree that this Settlement Agreement shall not be 
considered, cited, or used in future disputes as establishing past precedent or past 
employment practice. 


8. In consideration of the terms and conditions set forth herein, Grievant 
agrees to fully release, acquit and forever discharge the County, and all present and 
former officers, employees and agents of the County, and their heirs, successors, assigns 
and legal representatives from any and all liability whatsoever for any and all claims 
arising out of or connected with the employment relationship between the County and 
Grievant concerning the subject matter of the grievance referred to herein. 


9. The Grievant agrees to withdraw his grievance. Grievant further agrees to 
waive any and all further administrative or judicial remedies with respect to the Letter of 
Imposition and the modified discipline, and also waives any administrative or judicial 
remedies with respect to any imposition pursuant to paragraph three (3), above. This 
waiver shall include, but not be limited to, appeals to the Los Angeles County Civil Service 
Commission and/or the Los Angeles County Employee Relations Commission. 


10. |The Grievant further agrees to relinquish and expressly waives all rights 
conferred upon him by the provisions of California Civil Code Section 1542, which reads 
as follows: 


"A general release does not extend to claims which the 
creditor does not know or suspect to exist in his favor at the 
time of executing the release, which if known by him must 
have materially affected his settlement with the debtor." 


11. The date of the last signature placed hereon shall hereinafter be known as 
the "date of execution” and the "effective date” of this Settlement Agreement. 


12. The parties agree that the foregoing comprises the entire Settlement 
Agreement between the parties and that there have been no other promises made by any 
party. Any modification of this Settlement Agreement must be in writing.

The Executive Force Review Committee consisting of Commander Michael Rothans, 
Commander David Fender, and Commander Buddy Goldman met and reviewed the 
above case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Department members may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others, only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is about to 
be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 

Deputies conducted a patrol check in , of Spruce Street, Compton, 
because they were informed by other deputies that a rap video was being produced 
at the location, there were approximately 100 gang members there, and arrests had 
been made earlier at the location for individuals armed with firearms. When the 
deputies drove down the street, their attention was drawn to a vehicle that was 
parked on the wrong side of the street and a male (Suspect) who was standing at the 
open driver's window talking to an occupant in that vehicle. 


EFRC -2- January 14, 2013 


As the deputies neared the vehicle, the suspect took off running, the deputies 
followed in foot pursuit and a short distance away the suspect removed a dark 
colored handgun from his waistband. The deputies pursued the suspect down 
the street and down a driveway to an open garage area at the rear of a 
residence. The suspect turned and pointed the handgun at the deputies. 
Fearing for his life and the life of his partner, one of the deputies fired four rounds 
at the suspect missing him. The suspect dropped the firearm, climbed over a 
wall and fled the area. The deputies set up a containment and the suspect was 
captured sometime later. 


The Committee determined the deadly force used to defend against the armed 
suspect was reasonable, necessary, and justified. The Committee also deemed 
as Founded the allegation that the tactics used by the deputies were in violation 
of the Department's Manual of Policy and Procedures, Section 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards, and Section(s) 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders (specifically pertaining to, 5-06/105.00, Tactical 
Incidents, and 5-09/220.50, Foot Pursuits), on or about January 25, 2012, while 
on duty Deputy {J and Deputy {J failed to conform to the work 
standards established for their position, and/or failed to employ sound tactical 
principles and took independent actions while attempting to detain a suspect 
fleeing on foot as evidenced by, but not limited to the following; 


a. Failing to timely communicate and seek the help of other patrol units, 
and/or broadcast their location when initiating a foot pursuit of a fleeing 
suspect, and failing to coordinate with assisting units in order to safely 
contain the suspect after observing during the course of the pursuit 
that the suspect was armed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The Committee recommended Deputy E HE, and Deputy | 
, Receive a five (5) day suspension. 


Additionally, the Committee recommended these deputies be split from being 
partners for a minimum period of one year and the situation be re-evaluated after 
the one year period. 


Lastly, the Committee recommended these deputies attend the 8 hour LIFE 


training, 8 hour Ethics Decision training and 8 hour Active Shooter Strategies 
training.

Deputy] Band his partner, Deputy Jaime Juarez (Unit J) were traveling north 
on Oleander Avenue, approaching Spruce Street. They observed a black male standing next 


to a black BMW, which was illegally parked in front of 


The deputies stopped and exited their patrol vehicle, at which time the suspect, (Later 
identified as Suspect Hampton) quickly turned away from them and began running west on 
Spruce Street. The deputies saw that Suspect Hampton was reaching into his waistband as 
he ran. The deputies initiated a foot pursuit of the suspect. 


While chasing the suspect, the deputies saw that the suspect had retrieved a large black 
handgun and was holding itin his righthand. The deputies shouted several commands atthe 
suspect to drop the gun, but the suspect did not comply and continued running west. Suspect 
Hampton ran into the backyard oi W. Spruce Street and the deputies followed. Suspect 
Hampton ran toward an open wood structure located in the north/west portion of the backyard. 
Suspect Hampton turned toward, and pointed the gun at Deputy Fearing for his life 
and the life of his partner, Deputy {ij fired four rounds from his Department issued 9mm 
Beretta atthe suspect, missing him. The suspectturned away from the deputies and ran north 
through the wood structure. Suspect Hampton then dropped his handgun and jumped the 
cinder block wall at the north end of the yard. 


Suspect Hampton continued running east on Rosecrans Avenue and turned south on Oleander 
Avenue. Deputy Juarez continued following the suspect onto Oleander Avenue, while updating 
(via radio) the responding units of the suspect’s location. The suspect was subsequently 
located and detained on Wilmington Avenue at Arbutus Street. 


The incident was documented on a Sheriff's Crime Report, bearing File Number 012-01044- 
2814-055. The investigation was handled by Compton Station Detectives. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores was notified. He along with Sergeants 
Scott Graham and John Rossi responded to Compton Station, to conduct an administrative 
review of the incident. The following reviewis based on written documentation, interviews of 
witnesses, and involved deputies.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


On January 25, 2012, the Internal Affairs Bureau’s Force and Shooting Response Team 
responded to the unincorporated Willowbrook area regarding a deputy involved, non-hit 
shooting. The team consisted of Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores, and Sergeants Scott 
Graham and John Rossi. Attorney Angelica Arias of the Office of Independent Review also 
responded. 
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IAB NOTE: IAB Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores checked to see that the Watch 
Commander, Sergeant L. Larson, MJ took reasonable steps to ensure 
the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the 
assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not 
collectively consultwith their attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Acting 
Lieutenant Carlos Flores checked to see if the watch commander attempted to 
have the involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor 
until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival, they learned that there was an active command post and containment of the 
crime scene area. Investigators learned the series of events that occurred, culminated into 
a deputy involved, non-hit shooting involving Deputy {J The personnelinvolved in 
the incident were uniformed patrol deputies. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Compton Station Detectives Henry Meraz, and 
Frank Montoya. They entered the crime scene with Sheriff's Crime Lab Personnel. They 
documented their actions and findings on Supplemental Reports. See Exhibit B. 


IABNOTE: Photographs ofthe scene are included in this case book. See Exhibit

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


Internal Affairs Investigator Scott Graham reviewed the radio broadcast during the incident. 
On the recording at (1735:10 Hours), a unit advises, “10-33, give me the patch.” At(1735:12 
Hours), SCC acknowledges and put the unit on the patch. At (1735:14 Hours), the unit 
advises of a “417 suspect” and puts out the location the suspect ran from, also stating “998.” 
The unit asks for units and an ariship. At (1735:22 Hours), SCC acknowledges the 998 and 
advises the location, and units responding. At (1735:34 Hours), a unit advises they will set up 
a containment. At (1735:37 Hours) , SCC again advises of the 998 and the location, and 
asks for a supervisor. At (1735:46 Hours), a unit asks about outstanding suspects. At 
(1735:51 Hours) {ij advises of the outstanding suspect and say everything needs to be 
locked down from Rosecrans and Oleander. At (1736:04 Hours), a unit begins setting up 
containment locations. At (1736:32 Hours), a unit asks for a suspect description and the last 
seen location. At (1736:47 Hours) a unit advises the suspect was last seen south bound 
Oleander from Rosecrans and provides a suspect description. The unit also advises of about 
50 people in the area and not to let any one in, or out. At (1737:07 Hours) a unit advises of 
a possible suspect, and the suspect's location. 


Between (1737:07 Hours) and (1741:14 Hours), numerous units set up a containment, and 
advise of the suspects locations. Aero and SCC are involved. The status of the involved 
deputies are checked, and response teams from other stations are requested due to the large 
number of persons in the area of the shooting. At (1741:15), a unit advises the suspectis in 
custody. 
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Between (1741:15 Hours) and (1746:56 Hours), a containmentis being set up, a Command 
Post established, K-9 is responding, and miscellaneous other protocols being met. The radio 
traffic continues establishing a large containment until (1749:50 Hours). At 1749:51 Hours), 
the suspect is positively identified.(1753:16 Hours).

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


It was dark out with minimal ambient lighting when the incident occurred (1735 hours).

IAB NOTE: An examination of Deputy {firearm by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Scott Graham and John Rossi indicated he had shot a total 
of four rounds. Four expended, 9 MM casings, were recovered at the 
scene. See Exhibit A. Suspect Hampton's firearm was taken as 
evidence by Sheriff's Crime Lab personell. It was examined, found to 
be loaded however not functional, due a bullet strike on the trigger guard 
causing damage to the trigger pin and safety lever. See Exhibit E.

One bullet strike was located on a 2X4 on the unfinished garage, and one bullet strike was 
located on the block wall in the rear yard of J West Spruce Street.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy i, “4. was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Scott Graham, and Laura Haynes on April 2, 2012, at 1406 hours. The interview 
was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy aa said he and his partner Deputy Juarez, had been partners for three years. He 
was the passenger in the car, and Deputy Juarez was the driver. They were aware of a video 
being filmed by the “Tree Top Piru” Blood Gang in the area and they decided to conduct a 
patrol check of the area. As they drove north bound on Oleander Ave approaching Spruce 
Street, they saw approximately 50-100 people on the sidewalk and in the street. They turned 
west bound onto Spruce Street. When they did this, they saw a car on the north side of the 
street facing east, illegally parked. Itwas slightly blocking traffic as it was parked about three 
feetfrom the curb line. As they drove, Deputy Juarez told him a male just walked up to the car. 
Deputes Sn Juarez stopped their patrol car next to the vehicle to warn and advise the 
driver to move the car. Deputy B said as he was getting out of his patrol car, he sawthe 
male (Later identified as Suspect Hampton) at the drivers side window talking, while leaning 
into the car. As he went to speak to the driver, the suspect looked at him, turned, and began 
running west on Spruce Street. Deputy aa said he and Deputy Juarez chased the 
suspect. Atthe beginning of the foot pursuit, the suspect reached into his waistband with his 
right hand and pulled out a gun. The suspect ran west for E o uses and turned north 
through the yard. 


The suspect continued to the rear of the yard. He attempted to go over the west wall, stopped, 
looked at Deputy, and pointed the gun at him. Deputy said he feared for his life 
and his partner's life, took cover behind a vehicle, and fired four times at the suspect. Deputy 

aid the suspect held the gun in his direction as he went to the north wall of the yard. 
ee. as the suspect got to the north wall, he saw the gun fall out of the suspect's 
hand, and the suspect jumped over the wall. Deputy Juarez ran to the wall while Deputy fj 


went back to retrieve his radio. Deputy Juarez looked over the wall and advised Deputy 
GM the suspect had jumped another wall and was now on Rosecrans Ave. 


Deputy went back, climbed, and cleared over the wall. He remained on top of the wall 
watching his partner, and the gun. Deputy Juarez climbed over and began putting out radio 
traffic. 


Deputy was asked why no radio traffic was put out regarding the foot pursuit. He said 
when he began chasing the suspect, he was the lead deputy and he was 5-10 feet from the 
suspect. Deputy {J believed he was going to apprehend him at that point. As he 
continued to run, his radio fell out of the holster and was dragging between his legs. At that 
point, he tried to ask for the “Patch” but it did not transmit. He thought his partner, Deputy 
Juarez was going to broadcast the incident. 
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Deputy thinks he utilized his sights, and knew his shooting background was a block 
wall. 


IAB NOTE: During the chase, as Deputy jjentered the yard, his radio fell out 
of the holder. A picture of the scratched radio is included in this case 
book. See Exhibit H. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview, Deputy was shown aerial photographs of 
the scene. Deputy Eas asked to mark his, and the suspect's 
position, when the incident occurred. See Miscellaneous Documents.

EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


Juarez, Jaime, Deputy aay 


Witness Deputy Jaime Juarez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham, and Laura Haynes on April 2, 2012, at 1442 hours. The interview was digitally audio 
recorded. 


Deputy Juarez said priorto their shift, they were told by other deputies that a “rap video” was 
being filmed at Oleander Ave / Spruce Street, and a lot of gang members were there. They 
were also told that earlier, an arrest was made from this area where two handguns were 
recovered. With this information, they loaded their radio car and headed straight to the area 
to conduct a patrol check. 


Deputy Juarez said he was the driver, and Deputy was the passenger. As they drove 
north bound on Oleander Ave, approaching Spruce Street, they saw approximately 50-100 
people in the middle of the street. He described them as male and female blacks, “415 
Gangster” types mostly wearing red. As they drove toward Spruce Street, most of the crowd 
got out of the street. Deputy Juarez said that one individual (Suspect Hampton), caught his 
attention. He said the suspect looked at them and appeared startled. The suspect walked 
away from the crowd. He walked in the street from the intersection and heads west bound on 
Spruce Street and walks to the north side walk. 


Deputy Juarez said he slowly turned the radio car and drove west on Spruce Street. He saw 
a black BMW parked on the north curb line. Itwas facing the wrong way, and partially blocking 
a driveway to a residence. Deputy Juarez saw the suspect stop at the drivers window of the 
BMW and lean into it. Deputy Juarez continued driving west on Spruce Street. He pulled next 
to, and parked along side, the illegally parked car. He said they were going to advise the 
driver, a female black (NFD), that she was illegally parked. 


Deputy opened his car door and got out. As Deputy Juarez was putting the car into 
“Park”, the suspect took off running west on Spruce Street. He saw Deputy [start to 
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chase the suspect. Deputy Juarez got out of the radio car and gave chase. He said as the 
suspect was running, he was reaching into his waistband with his right hand. 


Deputy Juarez said that] houses west of where the BMW was parked, the suspect armed 
himself with a large handgun. He said Deputy {J yelled at the suspect stating, “Drop the 
gun!” 


The suspect quickly turned right and ran north down adriveway. Deputy Juarez said that as 
the suspect turned north, he saw Deputy J radio to his side. He stated, “I saw my 
partner's radio was hanging from... not the mic, but the actual radio was hanging out of his, his 
side to his side, so | continued running behind him.” Deputy Juarez said he was not sure what 
address they were at. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Juarez did not know Deputy {iJ radio had fallen off his 
person until they were both at the wall. 


Atthis point, Deputy Juarez said that Deputy was approximately 10 feet ahead of him, 
and the suspect was approximately 15 feet from him. They ran down the driveway and when 
Deputy Juarez reached the back corner of the house, he saw the suspect turn to his right and 
point the gun in his, and Deput direction. He said Deputy ij fired 4-5 rounds 
at the suspect. He said that Deputy was in his direct line of fire, and he did not shoot 


at the suspect. 


As Deputy J shot at the suspect, Deputy Juarez said he took cover behind a vehicle that 
was in the rear of the house. He saw the suspect drop his gun. Deputy Juarez stated, “Well, 
| see the gun fall, | don’t know if it was dropped or something else.” After the gun fell, the 
suspect jumped over the north wall of the property. He held the wall while Deputy ient 
back to retrieve his radio. 


When Deputy{iiiJ came back to the wall, they approached the wall and cleared over the 
wall. While clearing over the wall, Deputy Juarez said he saw the suspect climbing over an 
iron fence of the property north of the yard they were in. 


Deputy Juarez said the suspect was approximately 20-25 feet from him over the wall. Atthis 
point he did not think the suspect was a threat anymore, so he climbed over the wall. He did 
this so he could see what direction the suspect had run. Deputy Juarez said the suspect could 
have either gone north, east or west on Rosecrans Ave. 


Deputy Juarez said he got to the iron fence and saw the suspect running east. Deputy Juarez 
did not hear his partner putting out radio traffic, so he initiated the emergent radio traffic. 
He said the suspect ran south bound on Oleander Ave and he knew the suspect was running 
back to the party. In order to see where the suspect was running, Deputy Juarez climbed over 
the iron fence. He ran to the corner of Oleander Ave and Rosecrans Ave. Deputy Juarez said 
he lost sight of the suspect and he remained there in a containment position, until he was 
relieved.

‘Deputy Juarez was asked questions pertaining to the use of the radio during the incident. He 
said he did not put out the foot pursuit within the first few seconds because the distance 
between himself, Deputy and the suspect was too close. He said from a tactical stand 
point, he did not put it out because he did not want to be on the radio if a confrontation took 
place. They were so close to the suspect, he did not want to put his, or Deputy a life 
in danger in order to talk on the radio. 


Deputy Juarez was asked why he did not put out radio traffic when they entered the yard. He 
said he did not put out radio traffic when they entered the yard because he was unsure of the 
address. He further said he did not want to take his eyes off the suspect or his weapon, 
putting himself, and Deputy life in danger by being distracted by the radio.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


Witness EEE was interviewed by Compton Station Detectives Frank Montoya 
and Henry Meraz on January 25, 2012. The interview was audio-recorded. 


IAB NOTE: This summary was taken from the original supplemental report 
written by Detective Montoya. See Exhibit B. 


Witness {MM lives in the front house at the address. He said he was standing in the 
front driveway talking to the rear tenant, Witness [J He said a male black was wearing 
a red hat, red sweat shirt and red pants and was running from deputies. The suspect had a 
black mid size pistol in his right hand as he ran down Witness MM driveway. He said 
the deputies were chasing the suspect. He lost sight of them when they made a left turn in the 
rearyard. Witness EN Said he did not see the suspects face as it was covered by the 
hat he was wearing. 


Moments later, Witness {J heard approximately 6 gun shots coming from the rear 
yard. He said he did not witness the shooting. Witness J said he stood there, and 
did not see anyone come back into view in the rear driveway.

Witness p lives in the rear house atthe address. She said she was standing in the front 
yard of the location with Witness J when she saw a male black run past her north 
bound in the driveway. She said she knew the men chasing the suspect were deputies 
because they were wearing green uniforms. She heard one of them say, “I’m going to shoot 
you” to the suspect. 


Witness became scared and ran across the street. As she ran, she heard 5-8 gun 
shots coming from the rear yard of the location.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


Suspect Hampton was interviewed by Compton Station Detective Frank Montoya on August 
7, 2012. The interview was audio-recorded. 


IAB NOTE: This summary was taken from the original 10" supplemental report 
written by Detective Montoya. See Exhibit B. 


Suspect Hampton admitted to being in the area because the gang was filming a video. He 
said he was holding the gun for his friend S (He said when the deputies 
initially approached him, he turned around and “placed the gun on the ground.” He said he fled 
and turned down the driveway. (Spruce Street). 


Suspect Hampton admitted to jumping over the rear wall, however, denied pointing the gun 
at the deputies. 


IABNOTE: Thegunwas recovered atthe rear wall offJSpruce Street, along with 
the suspect's cell phone. 


IAB NOTE: During the Crime Lab’s inspection of the suspect’s gun, it was 
discovered there was a bullet strike under the frame, near the trigger. 
This caused damage to the trigger pin and safety lever, making the gun 
non functional.
